THE FACILITY WITH WHICH 
THEY 
RETURN 
TO 
THEIR ACCUSTOMED HAUNTS. 
. Tho Boston Traveller note* that tho singu­ 
lar facility with which certain animals return 
to their accustomed abodes after having been 
taken away to strange and distant places,has 
always been a subject of wonder. 
No philo­ 
sophical reason has ever yet been assigned for 
the facility, a power by which animals are 
thus enabled to Aud their way home with­ 
out any guide other than pure instinct, or 
some superior and still more mysterious facul­ 
ty. 
Tho cat, though carried from home to a 
greal distance by a tortuous path, and so 
concealed as to have seen nothing of the 
ground over which it was taken, as not even 
to know the direction of its journey, will turn 
its steps, in the first of its freedom, to its 
wonted haunts. 
The carrier pigeon, by a 
still more wonderful exercise of the same sa- 
gacity, will travel thousands of miles across 
oceans where there can bo no trace of its path, 
and from distance whence no sensu of sight 
or of smell can possibly guide its motions,au l 
with inconceivable rapidity and unvarying di­ 
rectness pursue its homeward course. 
Migra­ 
tory birds, after months of absence from their 
native places, will return with faultless cer­ 
tainty to build their nests in the same neigh­ 
borhood, and upon Hie same cherished tree. 
Tile means by which this is accomplished u 
beyond human reason or knowledge. 
The in­ 
tuitive power which it involves ballies scienti­ 
fic investigation, and it has not entered iuto 
the imagination of man to conceive of the 
physical or soul capacity with which animals 
are lima endowed. 
A late number of Hie Bulletin de la Sociele 
Royal Protect rice des A nim aux , published at 
Brussels, contains some anecdotes illustrative 
of this inexplicable faculty of animals, which 
are worth noticing for the benefit of American 
readers who are curious in such m atters. 
A 
dog was sent as a present to a friend, a dis­ 
tance of twenty-five miles, 
lie was conveyed 
in a closed basket in a covered carriage. 
On 
the night of his arrival at his place of desti­ 
nation the dog contrived to make his escape, 
and before noon the next day he had returned 
to the point of departure, although the route 
traversed a chain of steep and rugged moun­ 
tains. 
Two or three cattle disappeared one night 
from a large herd that was being driven from 
the mountains in Wales to the London m ar­ 
ket, and it was supposed they had been sto­ 
len. 
Five days afterward the stray cattie ap­ 
peared at the place in Hie mountains from 
which they had been driven, having traveled, 
in returning to their first love, at least ISO 
miles. 
The incident is not merely a verifica­ 
tion of the Scripture, that the ox knowetb his 
owner as well as the a»s his master's crib, but 
it is a complete refutation of the proverbial 
libel against the intelligence of that patient 
and useful animal. 
Crabs, it is well known, arc generally taken 
to market alire, being contained in boxes, in 
mass. 
The fishermen of Falmouth, in Eng­ 
land, are accustomed to collect their crabs 
jointly, or at least to throw them Into one 
mass for transport .aion to market. 
They 
take care, however, to mark the shells, by 
branding them with u bot nou in such a m an­ 
ner as that each one may know the lot which 
belongs to him. 
When thus marked they are 
packed in boxes and conveyed to market in 
boats, some ten miles from the rocky clefts 
whence they are taken. 
Iu one instance,when 
a boat load thus marked and packed had 
reached Falmouth harbor w ithin a mile or 
two one of the boxes was broken, aud a 
considerable number of the imprisoned crabs 
made their c»cape simultaneously, and as it 
would seem, by a concerted arrangem ent.-— 
Plunging into the water, the happy fugitives 
made their way home to their native crannies, 
where, three days afterward, Hie fishermen 
found many of them, recognizing them by 
the brand of slavery ujion their backs. 
They 
had traveled leu miles, at least, on their 
homeward Journey. 
It was necessary, in the 
first place, that they should find their way 
from the boat to Hie entrance of the harbor of 
Falmouth, from thence they directed their 
steps to the rocks of Cape Lizard. But how 
they should have known whether to turn to 
the right or to the left, is the greatest mys­ 
tery of the extraordinary feat. 
How they got 
over Hie distance which separated them from 
I hair rocky habitats, is less m jsterious; for 
they wen* probably of the species called 
“ soldier” crabs, and accustomed, it may be, 
to long marches, 
it is not uncommon in the 
West Indies, where they abound, to find them 
upon foraging expeditions, six or eight miles 
front the shore. 
The most remarkable iustauce of the mys­ 
terious and unerring faculty by which ani­ 
mals, under all conceivable circumstances, 
are enabled to find their way home through 
strauge districts of country and from great 
distances, remains to lie related. 
The Arch­ 
duke and Archduchess of Austria silent a 
portion of last Winter at Menton, where, lo 
the botel in which they lodged was a little 
black spaniel, of remarkable lieauty and cap­ 
tivating “ tricks and manners." The Arch­ 
duchess became lo much attached to hint that 
upon her return to Vienna she persuaded the 
landlord to allow him to accompany her. The 
little si>atiiel was loon installed iu tho ducal 
palace as a favorite, aud treated with every 
mark of tenderness and consideration that 
might lead him to forget his old home and 
associations. 
But lite fascination of a resi­ 
dence at court had uo power over his belter 
nature. 
One day he suddenly disappeared, 
and every eflort to discover his whereabouts 
was unavailing. 
There was consternation 
and grief at Vienna, but at Mouton there was 
surprise and joy* 
Tbe 
*Pauicl “P* 
poured in tbe course of a few days at his old 
home, covered with dust ana fainting with fa­ 
tigue. 
He had found his way back through a 
country wholly unknown to hint, having tram­ 
eled a distance of about 1,500 miles. 
But the 
devotion of the animal had been manifested 
at the cost of hts life. 
The privations and ex 
traordiuary exertions of his journey had in­ 
duced a disease of the lungs, from which in a 
few days he died. 


r o u t Allies* 
Much discussion bas been had relative to 
the value of ashes made from anthracite coal 
which in this region are abundant by reason 
of this coal being our chief article of fuel.— 
This discussion bas stimulated many experi­ 
ments and elicited many facts, all of which 
have to a greater or less extent led us to the 
conclusion that coal ashes are valuable as fer­ 
tilizers for a1! such crops as would be benefit­ 
ted by plaster, though of course not to the 
game extent. 
Our anthracite coal contains 
more or less of sulphur, which when burned, 
combines with the oxygen of tho atmosphere, 
producing sulphuric acid, which in turn, com­ 
bines with any alkali, as soda or potash, that 
may be present. 
Either of these substances, 
at0De or combined, are of ntecial value as 
fertilizers. 
The theory, which is welt sup 
ported bv experimental facts, is that most 
soils except those abounding in clay,are ben­ 
efitted by the application of coal ashes; am 
that made crops, especially those of com, po­ 
tatoes, grass and ail cereals,are much benefic 
ed by their free use. 
To say the least tb s 
hitherto neglected and despised manure should 
be further experimented with, if on y o a 
cattalo its exact value. 
If as great ae some 
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agriculturists claim, the fact that they can 
be had for the takiug will recommend them 
lo our farmers wha live near our cities and 
villages; besides the family ash-heap is usual­ 
ly the recipient of varions fertilizing materials 
from the kitchen which add much lo its value.

borhood, and upon the same cherished tree. 
The means by which this is accomplished is 
beyond human reason or knowledge. 
The in­ 
tuitive power which it involves bailies scienti­ 
fic investigation, and it has not entered into 
the imagination of man to conceive of the 
physical or soul capacity with which animals 
are thus endowed. 
A late number of the Bulletin de la Societe 
Royal Protectrice des A nim aux, published at 
Brussels, contains some anecdotes illustrative 
of this inexplicable faculty of animals, which 
are worth noticing for thebonefit of American 
readers who are curious in such matters. 
A 
dog was sent as a present to a friend, a dis­ 
tance of twenty-five miles, 
lie was conveyed 
in a closed basket in a covered carriage. 
On 
the night of his arrival at his place of desti­ 
nation the dog contrived to make his escape, 
and before noon the next day lie had returned 
to the point of departure, although the route 
traversed a chain of steep and rugged moun­ 
tains'. 
Two or three cattle disappeared one night 
from a large herd that was being driven from 
tbe mountains in Wales to the London mar­ 
ket, and it was supposed they had been sto­ 
len. 
Five days afterward the stray cattle ap­ 
peared at the place in the mountains from 
which they had been driven, having traveled, 
in returning to their first love, at least 150 
miles. 
The incident is not merely a verifica­ 
tion of the Scripture, that the ox knoweth his 
owner as well as the ass his master’s crib, but 
it is a complete refutation of the proverbial 
libel against the intelligence of that patient 
and useful animal. 
Crabs, it is well known, arc generally taken 
to market alive, being contained in boxes, in 
mass. 
The fishermen of Falmouth, in Eng­ 
land, are accustomed to collect their crabs 
jointly, or at lea3t to throw them into one 
mass for transportation to market. 
They 
lake care, however, to mark the shells, by 
branding them with a hot iron in such a man­ 
ner as that each one may know the lot which 
be.'oags to him. 
When thu3 marked they are 
packed in boxes and conveyed to market in 
boats, some ten miles from the rocky clefts 
whence they are taken. 
In one instance,when 
a boat load thus marked and packed had 
reached Falmouth harbor within a mile or 
two one of the boxe3 was broken, aud a 
considerable number oí the imprisoned crabs 
made their escape simultaneously, and as it 
would seem, by a concerted arrangement.— 
Plunging into the water, the happy fugitives 
made their way home to their native crannies, 
where, three days afterward, the fishermen 
found many of them, recognizing them by 
the brand of slavery upon their backs. 
They 
had traveled ten miles, at least, on their 
homeward journey. 
It was necessary, in the 
first place, that they should find their way 
from the boat to the entrance of the harbor of 
Falmouth, from thence they directed their 
steps to the rocks of Cape Lizard. But how 
they should have known whether to turn to 
the right or to the left, is the greatest mys­ 
tery of the extraordinary feat. 
How they got 
over the distance which separated them from 
their rocky habitats, is less mysterious; for 
they were probably of the species called 
“ soldier” crabs, and accustomed, it may be, 
to long marches. 
It is not uncommon in the 
West Indies, where they abound, to find them 
upon foraging expeditions, six or eight miles 
from th e shore. 
The most remarkable instance of the mys­ 
terious and unerring faculty by which ani­ 
mals, under all conceivable circumstances, 
are enabled to find their way home through 
strauge districts of country and from great 
distances, remains to be related.. The Arch­ 
duke and Archduchess of Austria spent a 
portion of last Winter at Menton, where, in 
the hotel in which they lodged was a little 
black spaniel, of remarkable beauty and cap­ 
tivating “ tricks and manners.” The Arch­ 
duchess became so much attached to him that 
upon her return to Vienna she persuaded the 
landlord to allow him to accompany her. The 
little spaniel was soon installed in the ducal 
palace as a favorite, and treated with every 
mark of tenderness and consideration that 
might lead him to forget his old home and 
associations. 
But the fascination of a resi­ 
dence at court had no power over his better 
nature. 
One day he suddenly disappeared, 
and every cflort to discover his whereabouts 
was unavailing. 
There was consternation 
and grief at Vienna, but at Menton there was 
surprise and joy. 
The faithful spaniel ap 
peared in the course of a few days at his old 
home, covered with dust and fainting with fa­ 
tigue. 
He had found his way back through a 
country wholly unknown to him, having trav­ 
eled a distance of about 1,500 miles. 
But the 
devotion of the animal had been manifested 
at the cost of his life. 
The privations and ex­ 
traordinary exertions of his journey had in­ 
duced a disease of the lungs, from which in a 
few days be died.

M u f t i o f A n A r t le t . 
The bad taste aud essential Injustice of such 
Indiscriminate eulogies us the American puV 
lie is apt to lavish upon the few artists it pos­ 
sesses found a conspicuous illustration last 
summer when we were called upon to lament 
the death of iliram Powers. 
Our journals 
were filled with extended notices of the de­ 
ceased sculptor, and they all agreed in exhaus­ 
ting the £urreut phrases of laudation in his 
beba'f. 
There was little or no real intelligent 
criticism upon Mr. powers as aa artist; the 
papers of this country unanimously casting 
unsullied wreaths upon his grave. 
For the 
•pace of forty years the studio of the Green 
Mountain artist in Florence was the Mecca of 
American pilgrims to Italy. 
It came to bu 
regarded by the wandering sigbt-seekers of 
our people as a mailer of patriotism uo less 
than of privilege, lo sec aud shake the hand 
that modeled the Greek Slave, in the very den 
where lls wonders were wrought. 
They car­ 
ried to their favorite the echoes of New World 
out uusiasm about him and the terms of its hear­ 
ty applause. He was marie to feel in this way, 
in an inten-itled degree, what his own mental 
constitution already prompted him strongly to 
believe—that he was a born king iii art, that 
lie needed to study in no school nor to ask an 
opinion of anyone who ever handled a chisel. 
Powers’ own estimation of himself was receiv­ 
ed without question by most of his country­ 
men; even by those whoa J general scholas­ 
tic attainm ents and position would justify the 
expectation thai they might modify that es­ 
timate by personal investigation and criti­ 
cal knowledge. 
In a conversation with Haw­ 
thorne, recorded in the latter’* " Notes on 
Italy,’ Mr. Powers is alleged to have “ said 
enough in my (Hawthorn? *) hearing to put 
him at sword’s points with sculptors of every 
epoch and degree bel ween the two inclusive 
extreme* of Phidias and Clark Mills." 
W ho­ 
ever may have been his rigutfully-eoncedod 
merits, the artist who could lake so absurd au 
attitude certainly exhibited the lack of a qual­ 
ity which has been noteworthy, in all those 
great flames lo art which the criticism and 
analyaia 
of 
years 
and 
centuries 
iias 
only made m^re illustrious. 
Tile rather caus 
tl$observations of Mr. James Jackson James 
upon Powers fifty possibly be open to the 
charge of being tinctured with personal preju­ 
dice, although their substantial justice must 
be admitted by anyone who has studied either 
of tho works of our artist by Hie clear light, 
not only of the older masters, twit of those 
abiding principles which are at once the inspi­ 
ration and teat of real success in all creative 
perform ance. 
For example, what is there 
about Mr. Powers’ (to us) most familiar statue 
beyond a certain admirable finish that i* more 
mechanical than artistic, combined with a 
kind of beauty, conventional, monotonous und 
inexpressive? 
It is out of the question in the 


enforced limit of a newspnp?r article further 
to elaborate the essential defect of all Mr. 
Powers’ works. 
The delect we hold to be the 
want of nobility of form, strength and single- 
ness Of character, truth in anatomical detail, 
and of all evidence that tho artist conscien­ 
tiously followed a loved but disappointing 
ideal. 
Mr. Jaraoa quotes Prof. Austin, of 
Cambridge, as having said of Powers that 
“ His genius was of the highest order.” Well, 
the genius of Phidias, Pericles. Polycletus, 
Lysippus and Michael Angelo could hare been 
no higher. 
We have no purpose to underrate 
the ability of our native sculptor—only to 
insist that he was overrated by the popular 
clamor which Is usually devoid of every ele­ 
ment of a true judgment. 
Powers was not a 
Btmlent; his claim to infallibility in his special 
field precluding, as we have already hinted, 
the idea that he would care to learn from 
others. 
And this assumption, so honestly and 
devoutly entertained by him, he imposed upon 
the Impressible faith of America. 
Au authori­ 
ty that ought not to m istake’, assures us that 
although Mr. Powers lived, pleasantly situated, 
In Florence for two score years, he never cub 
Heated an*acquaintance with Its language, its 
art, Us customs, its traditions or its people. 
Self-placed in the very heart of the world's 
antique life, a life which teems with sugges­ 
tions and intimations of incalculable value to 
Hie uaselflsb and studious artist, he dwelt 
apart from all they might have done for him; 
contenting himself with making tools and dif­ 
ferent sons or mechanism, and carving some 
half doz-u statues renowned chiefly in Ids 
owu country, where indigenous genius In u 
strange shape is always supposed to be “of Hie 
highest order.” The America of Art is not 
yet come; nor has the American artist. Much 
bas been done but more remains. 
As Proctor 
remarks of tho planet Mercury, that it is 
“awaiting the time when it can bo inhabited,'’ 
so, It appears lo us, our nation must recover 
from its crudeness, its generosity of avarice, 
its tandriness and chic, before it will see tho 
era of reflection and understand the subtlety 
aud sacrifice of Art.

One-tenth of the amount of 
money which has been used to pay the public 
debt not due would have brought the country 
to specie payment. 
This thing of postponing 
the lulfillmeut of a promise could not be longer 
maintained with a view of reducing the pub­ 
lic debt. 
If we postpone redemption iu order 
to pay the public debt it will be many long

Miss Anthony 
and her fellow-laborers, however, were not 
surprised. They knew that Newman was oh 
enligluening the heathen, and that the chap­ 
lains in ordinary to Congress were probably 
busy in the lobby. 


:D u p licate P erson alities. 
The gentlemen detailed from the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee to investigate the charges 
concerning Judge Durc’.l of Louisiana find a 
great deal of damaging evidence against that 
magistrate. Among the rest they learn that 
he Issued his famous “miduight order” out of 
court at his own house, of his own motion 
and without the knowledge of either of the at­ 
torneys in the case. Just at this point the 
advantage of a duplicate personality becomes 
manifest. Thus, Durell as a private individual 
moved hi3 Honor, Judge Durell, to issue the 
order, and the latter obligingly did so. 
We think we see iu the neat little dodge of 
the New Orleans lawyer an idea which might 
be made useful in a practical way. The world 
is clearly suffering from a too extensive dis­ 
tribution of functions and multiplication of 
personalities. We must confirm “many in 
one”—as our Latin motto pithily says—Grant 
should be the Senate as well as President 
and horse-fancier; Tweed ought to have been 
judge a3 well as criminal; congregations 
should preach their own sermons and so save 
the ministers' salaries, and so on. If it should 
be said that corruptiou would conic of it, we 
answer things can’t be worse than now. If 
it should be argued that crime would increase, 
wo say not at all, for Durell’s plan would iu- 
floitely divide the responsibility. 


Not SoM uchol An Artist. 
The bad taste aud essential injustice of such 
indiscriminate eulogies as the American pub­ 
lic is apt to lavish upon the few artists it pos­ 
sesses found a conspicuous illustration last 
summer when we were called upon to lament 
the death of Hiram Powers. Our journals 
were filled with extended notices of the de­ 
ceased sculptor, and they all agreed in exhaus­ 
ting the 'Current piirases of laudation in his 
behalf. There was little or no real intelligent 
criticism upon Mr. Powers as an artist; tlie 
papers of this country unanimously casting 
unsullied wreaths upon his grave. For the 
space of forty years the studio of the Grecu 
Mountain artist in Florence was the Mecca of 
American pilgrims to Italy. It came to be 
regarded by the wandering sigbt-seekers of 
our people as a matter of patriotism no less 
than of privilege, to see and shake the hand 
that modeled the Greek Slave, in the very den 
where its wonders were wrought. They car­ 
ried to their favorite the echoes of New World 
enthusiasm about him and the terms of its hear­ 
ty applause. He was made to feel in this way, 
in an intensified degree, wliat his own mental 
constitution already prompted him strongly to 
believe—that he was a born king in art, that 
he needed to study hi no school nor to ask an 
opinion of anyone who ever handled a chisel. 
Powers’ own estimation of himself was receiv­ 
ed without question by mo3t of his country­ 
men; even by those whose general scholas­ 
tic attainments and position would justify the 
expectation that they might modify that es­ 
timate by personal investigation and criti­ 
cal knowledge. In a conversation with Haw­ 
thorne, recorded in the latter’s “ Notes on 
Italy,” Mr. Powers is alleged to have “ said 
cnoagh in my (Hawthorne’s) hearing to put 
him at sword’s points with sculptors ef every 
epoch and degree between the two inclusive 
extremes of Phidias and Clark Mills.” What­ 
ever may have been his rightfully-conceded 
merits, the artist who could lake so absurd an 
attitude certainly exhibited the lack of a qual­ 
ity which has been noteworthy, in ail those 
great flames ip art which the criticism and 
analysis of years and centuries has 
’ only made m|>re illustrious. The rather caus 
*’:titíobservations of Mr. Jamc3 Jackson James 
upon PoweTs ñftiy possibly be open to the 
.charge of being tinctured with personal preju­ 
dice, although their substantial justice must 
be admitted by anyone who has studied cither 
or the works of our artist by the clear light, 
not only of the older masters, but of those 
abiding principles which are at once the inspi­ 
ration and test of real success in all creative 
performances. For example, what is there 
about Mr. Powers’ (to us) mo3t familiar statue 
beyond a certain admirable finish that is more 
mechanical than artistic, combined with a 
kind of beauty, conventional, monotououa and 
iaexpreeslve? It is out of the question in the 


enforced limit of a newspaper article further 
to elaborate the essential defect of all Mr. 
Powers’ works. Tho delect we hold to be the 
want of nobility of form, strength and single­ 
ness of character, truth iu anatomical detail, 
and of all evidence that tho artist conscien­ 
tiously followed a loved but disappointing 
ideal. Mr. Jamos quotes Prof. Austin, of 
Cambridge, as having said of Powers that 
His genius wa3 of the highest order.” Well, 
the genius of Phidias, Pericles, Polycletus, 
Lysippus and Michael Angelo could have been 
no higher. Wc have no purpose to underrate 
the ability of our native sculptor—only to 
insist that he was overrated by the popular 
clamor which is usually devoid of every ele­ 
ment of a true judgment. Powers wa9 not a 
student; his claim to infallibility in his special 
field precluding, as we have already hinted, 
the idea that lie would care to learn from 
others. And this assumption, so honestly and 
devoutly entertained by him, he imposed upon 
the impressible faith of America. An authori­ 
ty that ought not to mistake’, assures us that 
although Mr. Powers lived, pleasantly situated, 
in Florence for two score years, he never cul­ 
tivated au-acquaintauce with its language, its 
art, its customs, its traditions or its people. 
Self-placed in the very heart of the world's 
antique life, a life which teems with sugges­ 
tions and intimations of incalculable value to 
tlie unselfish and studious artist, lie dwelt 
apart from all they might have done lor him; 
contenting himself with making tooi3 and dif­ 
ferent sorts of mechanism, and carviog some 
half doz-m statues renowned chiefly in his 
own country, where indigenous genius in a 
strange shape is always supposed to be “of the 
highest order.” The America of Art is not 
yet come; nor lias the American artist. Much 
has been done but more remains. As Proctor 
remarks of the planet Mercury, that it is 
“awaiting the time when it can be inhabited,” 
so, it appears to us, our nation must recover 
from its crudeness, its generosity of avarice, 
its tamlriness and chie, before it will see the 
era of reflection and understand the subtlety 
aud sacrifice of Art.

Last evening Gen. Britton had a number of 
armed men standing sentinel in the basement 
of the Capitol to prevent ingress and egross 
of the state officers. Home of the force were 
whites and some were negroes, all with 
muskets and bayonets fixed. Gen. Britton 
appeared in full dress uniform. 
It seems to 
be the determination of Governor Davis to re 
sist taking possession of those rooms by force 
unless a greater force is used by his oppo 
nents. 
A Houston, Texas, special says Gov. Davis 
retires under protest, and all is settled. It is 
supposed a new supreme bench will be ap 
pointed this week. 
Washington, Jan. 16.—The Attorney Gen 
eral received a dispatch to-day from the Uni 
led States Marshal at Austin, Texas, dated to 
day, saying: “The newly elected Governor 
Coke was inaugurated last night.

Mr. WAEHNER, to amend the act in rela­ 
tion to Supervisors in New York. 
MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Mr. BARROW offered tlie following, which 
was referred to tho Committee on Rules: 
Resolved, That all committees to whom 
bilis for special charter or acls of incorpora­ 
tion (excepting for niuuicipal purposes) shall 
be referred, bo required, at the time when any 
such bill shall be reported to this House, to 
state whether the object sought to be attained 
by such bill cannot be attained through some 
one of the ¡leneral acts of this State, and if 
such objects cannot be attained,to state iu what 
particular or particulars the general act, if 
any, to which tlie billjpropcrly relates, fails to 
cover such objects. 
Considerable discussion took place upon a 
resolution offered by Mr. BEEBE, that the 
reading desk of tlie Clerk bo removed to the 
centre of the Clerk’s desk. 
Mr. ALVORD moved to amend that the res 
olulion be referred to the Speaker and Clerl 
with power to act. Lost—52 to 53. 
Tlie resolution was then adopted. 
Mr. BEECHER offered resolutions to inqnir 
into the expenditures for erecting the various 
public buildings now being eonsirueted in the 
stale, which were tabled. 
Mr. PHILLIPS, that tho Auditor of tlie Canal 
Department be requested lo furnish a detailed 
statement of the amount paid to the state 
since 1846 for furnishing the canals of this 
state with water, including the erection of 
dams for feeders and damages lor land, and 
also a list of the names of tlie persons or firms 
who are drawing water from the canals for 
mechanical purposes, and for what purpose it 
is used, and the amount or rent received from 
each person or firm. Adopted. 
THE COMPTROLLER CALLED UPON TO EXPLAIN. 
Mr. BENNETT oflered the following, which 
was adopted: 
Whereas, Previous to the last general elec­ 
tion in this state there was much public dis­ 
cussiou in regard to tlie alleged culpability of 
the Comptroller's department, iu its failure to 
discover at an earlier date the thefts that took 
place in the Treasurer’s office during the 
months of August and September, 1873; there­ 
fore,Resolved, That it be referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Ways and Means to ascertain and re­ 
port to the Assembly the facts concerning 
said matter, and whether any, and if so, what 
duty was neglected in tiie premises, which by 
law or usage is required to be performed by 
the Comptroller’s department. 
Mr. LINCOLN, relative to placing an iron 
railing iu the rear of ihe seats in the Assem­ 
bly chamber, with gates at the several aisles, 
for the purpose of more effectually excluding 
persons not entitled to the privileges of the 
floor. Referred. 
The Governor transmitted the report of Mr. 
Warren, the examiner of the accounts ot 
Treasurer Raines. Referred to the Ways anil 
Means Committee. 
Also, the report of tlie Board of Health of 
New York. 
Also, the report of the Thomas Asylum. 
Mr. ALVORD presented the protest of Ja­ 
cob Messer to the election of George Selier- 
num, as member from the Eighth New York 
District. Referred. 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the amendments to the Constitution, 
Mr. LINCOLN in the chair. 
Article Seven was progressed and the ar­ 
ticles down to Article Sixteen were then 
adopted. 
The CLERK then read the proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution funding the canal 
debt, and it was adopted. 
The Committee then rose and the amend­ 
ments adopted were reported to the Huuso. 


UNITED S I ATES CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
Washington, Jan. 16.—The morning tiour 
expired and the consideration of the resolution 
reported by the Finance Committee was re­ 
sumed and Mr. 3 BERMAN of Olio addressed 
the Senate, favoring immed'a'e resumption of 
specie payments and opposing an inflated cur­ 
rency. lie showed that the total increase of 
volume oí the currency since 1869, including 
greenbacks, fractional currency and national 
bank notes, is $82,000,000. He argued that 
it had been practicable during the" last four 
years to advance our notes to a specie value; 
if not, when would it be? Should the redemp­ 
tion of the pledge be postponed until the pub­ 
lic debt bo paid ? One-tenth of the amount of 
móney which has been used to pay the public 
debt not due would have brought the country 
to specie payment. This thing of po3tponiug 
the fulfillment of a promise could not be longer 
maintained with a view of reducing the pub­ 
lic debt. If we postpone redemption iu order 
to pay the public debt it will be many long 
years be!ora this consummation 
most 
devoutly 
to 
be 
wished 
can 
lie 
reached. 
If inflation is wanted, one 
hundred millions more now, how long 
would it be before they would want another 
hundred millions more? Men would always 
be in debt and always be demanding an in­ 
crease of the currency. Where would it stop ? 
Just where our ancestors stopped at the closy 
of the revolution. He reviewed tlie plans pro­ 
posed for a return to specie payment aud said 
no doubt the most certain way to accomplish 
that end was by retiring the notes; but the 
trouble would be that the policy of contraction 
would be so severe that people could not stand 
it. The piau which he favored most «as by 
takiug some bond of the United Stales which 
in ordinary limes is shown to bo worth par in 
gold and authorize the conversion of all notes 
into this kind of bond. He did not intend to 
commit himself to any particular plan, as he 
hud no private opinion oil the subject to be 
argued, but reviewed some of the benefits 
which the latter plan presented. Objection was 
urged that a resumption of specie payment 
would coutract the currency, but he believed 
the people were begiuDiug tó understand the 
question of contraction. 
As the return to 
specie payment went on and the currency 
contracted the purchasing power of a green­ 
back dollar would increase and soon buy as 
much as a gold one. There was only one 
thing necessary to make our money equal to 
the best in the world, and that was to make it 
equal to what it promises to pay. Its pur­ 
chasing power will then enter into the mark­ 
ets of the world and it would travel over tlie 
world like Bank of England notes. 
Mi*. WRIGHT siid he desired to address 
the Senate Monday upon the ponding resolu­ 
tion.The Senate Iheu adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
This being private bill day, a large number 
of private lulls were reported and acted on, 
and most of them referred to the Committee of 
the Whols, under the new rule adopted a few 
days since. 
The House at 3:10 P. M. adjourned.

session to-morrow will be for debate only.

TIIF NATIONAL HOARD OF TRADE. 
Proceeding» a* Baltimore. 
Baltimore, Jan. 15.—Tlie National Board 
of Trade to-day adopted resolutions calling 
upou Congress to remove the obstructions in 
Detroit River. 
Tho report of the Committee on Transporta­ 
tion, to whom was referred subjects 5, 6 and 
7 ol the official programme, was presented 
and debated by Crocker of Boston, Uusted of 
New York, McLinren of Milwaukee and Gros- 
venor of St. Louis, when on motion of Taylor 
of Cincinnati the first four resolutions were 
adopted, as follows: 
first, Railway companies engaged in trans­ 
porting grain in bulk should in all cases de­ 
liver the same quantity of grain as they re­ 
ceive, and that, while it is believed that the 
common law governing ail carriers would, il 
appealed to, enforce ibis principle, it is proper 
and desirable that tlie different state legisla­ 
tures should pass laws compelling iis obseiv- 
ancc, thereby facilitating its enforcement by 
any individual aggrieved. 
Second, That it is inexpedient for Congress 
at'present to assume any pecuniary obligations 
or to make any appropriations in aid of artifi­ 
cial .neansof transportation. 
Third, That while railway companies, like 
other corporations, are under control of and 
should be responsible to the power which 
gave them existence, and may properly tie 
checked in the exercise of any unjust or arbi­ 
trary powers, nevertheless experience Inis 
shown that it is inexpedient to seek by legis­ 
lative enactments to fix rates of tran-porta- 
tion.Fourth, That the practical work of trans­ 
portation being delegated by many railroad 
companies to special freight lines frequently 
leads lo great abuses and to an unnatural and 
unnecessary addition to tlie cost of transporta­ 
tion, and tbat railroads should either assume 
direct control and responsibility of tbeir own 
business or leave it open to the competition of 
all freight lines that may undertake it. 
The fifth resolution, in reference to the char­ 
tering by tbe general government of any rail­ 
way between the west and the seaboard under 
proper restrictions whenever private capital 
may undertake its construction, was next dis­ 
cussed by Stephens of New Y'ork, Able and 
Bryson of St. 
Louis, Van Horn of 
Kansas 
City, Gro3veuor of St. Louis, 
Metholand Windsorof Philadelphia, Townsend 
of New York and MeLauren of Milwaukee, af­ 
ter which the resolution was indefinitely post­ 
poned. 
Tlie sixth resolution was adopted. It calls 
upon state legislatures to take action upon 
the subject matter of the foregoing resolutions. 
Messner of New York offered a preamble 
and resolutions, which were adopted, claiming 
that up to the present there had been no sys­ 
tem of issuing bills of lading and that there 
was no security for holders of bills and that 
the National Board of Trade should memorial­ 
ize CoDgress and tlie state legislatures lo 
enact such laws and regulations as will afford 
the neces ary relief. 
The subject of taxes on emigrants w’as post­ 
poned until tho next session. All pending 
questions were continued on the official pro­ 
gramme until tlie next session, to take pre­ 
cedence of all others. .Philadelphia was select­ 
ed as tbe placo of the next meeting on the 
3d Tuesday of January, 1875. 
Adjourned sine die.

—Among the quaint fonns which poor re­ 
lief assumes in different countries, none is, 
perhaps, mere singular than the “Luegd"sys- 
ioii, still prevailing in some parts of Norway. 
The Laogd system consists in the pauper be­ 
ing quartered bodily upon the peasantry, who 
prefer feeding an 1 lodging to relieving the 
poor with money. It is stated that the poor 
commissioners are in the habit of sending 
agreeable and troublesome guests by turns, 
l’ne beggar colouies of Holland are another 
specimen of the curiosities of poor re) ief. At 
O nmerschans and Vecnliuizen, a population 
oonsisting of 4685 beggars, 310 old soldiers, 
193 orphan or deserted children, aud 290 oth­ 
er persons, are planted out by the state on 
tracts of heath, engaged chiefly in agriculture 
and spiuutug aud weaving. 
—The Ashantee war is bringing to notice 
some of the queer practices of the natives. 
The King *f Ashantee, desiring oue of liis 
Generals lo return with his troops, sent by a 
messenger an “ emblem of recall,” consisting 
of a circle of beads. This order was disre­ 
garded, and one more potent was sent by the 
irate King. 
Its form was that of a small 
shield made of fibers of palm, and it3 signifi­ 
cation was well understood by its recipient. 
In accordance with native usage,when a Gen­ 
eral will not return from war in accord with 
the message of beads, tlie King takes this 
miniature shield and solemnly swear3 upon it 
that he will kill himself if h¡3 order bo again 
disobeyed. The troops were tilted with su­ 
perstitious horror when the symbol was re­ 
ceived, and the General no longer disobeyed 
the order to retreat. 


A Perplexing'Situation. 
In Rome a few months ago, a confiding old 
gentleman, waiting for a train at the Union 
Depot, held a smiling infant while its pretty 
mother bought her t cket. He took the little 
darling out of tlie hot, close waiting room and 
walked up and down the platform with it.— 
When he returned the little darling’s mother 
was not visible. The old party, who is from 
Logansport, smiled less blandly than before, 
but did not worry. But time sped on. He 
had to buy his ticket with Hint s> range baby 
squalling and struggling over his arm, and 
still no fond mother rushed in to snatch it 
from his grasp and cover iis rosy face with 
kisses. The whistled souuded and the old gen­ 
tleman rushed wildly up and down the plat­ 
form, frantic with the perplexity of the situa­ 
tion. The baby’s screams grew louder. It 
was evidently about its luncii limp, aud its 
new nurse could not produce the refreshments 
it ordered. At last the conductor shouted 
“ all aboard,” and the old party whacked the 
infant down on a too' chest, and started off 
iust to be confronted by tlie returning mother 
with “ You hateful old brute; you'alnp my 
baby down that way again and I’ll muss your 
wig !” The Logansport party docs not go ont 
to dry nurse any moro.

H o w O u r P e o p le W elco m e I t. 
The sudden coming or the “ cold spell ” has 
brightened up people wonderfully and there 
is a life, and vigor and spring in all their 
movements that show they enjoy tho icy air 
that the winter king has at last sent to u* af­ 
ter so long having coquetted with bi* soft In­ 
dian Bummerish days. 
Let many people say 
what they will about our cold northern win­ 
ters, to those born and bred hero and accus­ 
tomed to the change from torrid summer 
weather to Arctic frigidity, there is a charm 
about the latter which never loses Its bold. 
Tile Icelander, In his country of almost perpetu­ 
al winter and sombre sky, thinks that nowhere 
on all the earth Is there so pleasant a land; 
the dweller beneath the equator, where all the 
year round the sun pours down Its fiery heat, 
would not exchange his home for any other on 
the globe’s surface. The dwellers in all climates 
like their native one the best, and the poet un­ 
derstood the sentiment to apply in a broader 
sense than tile one in which it is generally 
used when ho penned the lines that have 
mad# bim famous— 
“ There Is no place like home.” 
So our people, while many with vacant coal 
bios, impoverished larders and light pocket­ 
books have rejoiced that the weather was 
mild and tempered to bring them less of suf­ 
fering that) the biting cold would cause, have 
welcomed the change In temperature, for, tho’ 
perchance it may bring distress to some, to 
the great majority it adonis a prospect for era- 
ploymeot; it enlivens trade; it starts up the 
various enterprises peculiar to the season, 
which hive been delayed by the “ thaw;" 
and, as what brings the greatest good to the 
greatest number must tie considered a benefit 
to the community at large, we must accept 
this as a kind dealing of the Tower that rules 
t to world. 
Accepting it, then, in this sense, 
we rniut all thank the Good Father for the 
winter, the snow and the cold, as we go to 
our work with an exhilarating, sparkling life 
within us, while we should breathe many a 
kind wish, show all the tender care, give all 
the * itistantial help we can to those who sur­ 
fer. 
Friday may be skid to have thoroughly In­ 
augurated the cold weather. People had rath­ 
er mistrusted it while the storm clouds buna 
over the land, though the winds were fiercely 
cold an I the thermometer steadily remained 
below the (resting point. But when they awoke 
on Friday morning and found the sky cloud­ 
less, the air ke/n aud the wind as cold as be­ 
fore, they began to say that winter bad Indeed 
come. 
The thermometer marked from IO® 
to 15° “ la the shade," and all day Friday 
vaned but little from these figures. 
lo some 
parts exposed to the sun and protected from 
the wind in the middle of the day a Blist t 
thaw was observed, but the sun’# beams soon 
ceased lo affect them anJ icicles took the 
place of Hie glistening drops. 
Ice made all 
d «y on creek aud river, although tho itrong 
wind blowing prevented either from freezing 
over—at least Hie river was 0|>en a n i the 
creek obstructed but little lielow South Ron- 
dout, at which point, however, it was frozen 
over sufficiently firm to admit of persons cross­ 
ing it on f jot. 
The ice made is clear, strong 
“ water ice," without a particle of snow la it, 
mid if the cold weather col tiuues long enough 
to make ice thick enough for gathering, it will 
be of a q lality never excelled. 
The ferry-boat L .rk made her trips with but 
little difficulty, 
There was more or less of 
floating Ice and th* edge* of the creek and 
river were frozen over, but the boat had no 
trouble in avoiding or making her w ay through 
it. 
With the continuance of the preteat tem­ 
perature, however, the closing of the river aud 
the discontinuance of hor trips is a matter of 
brief time. 
The ice men arc watching affair* clothy, 
and at the earliest opportunity will go lo work 
at gathering the ic** harvest.

The Rondoot Freeman of a Ute date con­ 
tained an article advocating the abolition of 
the office of Sofaool Commissioner and th* 
passage of a law providing that no oue shall 
teach without a diploma from a college, high 
or normal school, and a certificate of member­ 
ship in the county society, which Is to be or­ 
ganised on a plan somewhat similar to the 
medical.aocielie*. 
There are some objections 
to the plaa offered by The Freeman, but it 
might perhaps be an improvement upon the 
present system, ai it is now conducted. 
As 
it now stands the Commissioners have too lit­ 
tle responsibility and too great an opportuni­ 
ty to neglect their duties, particularly in the 
m atter of vialling the school*. 
In place of aa 
altogether new arrangement, however, we 
think a modification of the present law would 
be preferable. 
To iosure a proper visitation 
of lh# schools, w hich is the most important 
duty and the one most frequently neglected, 
we would have Commissioner* compelled to 
make an animal report to the Board of Super- 
vljors, a* they do now in Dutchess county. 
They should also be req aired to publish a re­ 
port of the condition of all school* visited to 
all papers published iu the district that would 
do so without charge. 
In addition to this the 
Supervisor* might require an alii davit befur# 
votiog the $200 for expense* that each school 
in the district had been visited at least once 
during th** past year. 
The m atter of granting ceitificate* is no 
doubt freqoently abused, and some who are 
unworthy receive them from political or per­ 
sonal favoritism, vet nine-tenths of those now 
teaching schools, in the Second Assembly Dis­ 
trict at least, have experience, a sufficient de­ 
gree of education, and must have a natural 
taste for the profession, or they would never 
have chosen it wbeu better paying business 
of different kiuds is open to them. 
The men now teaching the winter schools 
in the different towns hereabout# are probably 
a* well adapted tor the profession as any that 
can be found In their respect Iv# towns.

only trouble is that tom# do not exert Uiem- 
•#! v#s to th# extent of their ability-

this to bo remedied f By frequent visits to 
the schools by parents, trustees and School 
Commissioners—not simply visits of ceremony 
for a few minutes, but a stay of sufficient 
length to ascertain tho true condition of af­ 
fairs. 
The plan propose*I by The Freeman 
provides for no system of school visitation, 
and In this we think it is faulty.—New Paltz 
Independent.

W IN T E R A T EA ST. 


H o w O ar P eop le W elcom e I t. 
The sudden coming or the “ cold spell ” has 
brightened up people wonderfully and there 
is a life, aud vigor and spring in all their 
movements that show they enjoy the icy air 
that the winter king has at last sent to us af­ 
ter so long having coquetted with his soft In­ 
dian snmmerish days. 
Let many people say 
what they will about our cold northern win­ 
ters, to those born and bred hero and accus­ 
tomed to the change from torrid summer 
weather to Arctic frigidity, there is a charm 
about the latter which never loses its hold. 
The Icelander, in his country of almost perpetu­ 
al winter and sombre skv, thinks that nowhere 
on all the earth is there so pleasant a land; 
the dweller beneath the equator, where all the 
year round the sun pours down its fiery heat, 
would not exchange his home for any other on 
the globe’s surface. The dwellers in all climates 
like their native one the best, and the poet un­ 
derstood tbe sentiment to apply in a broader 
sense than the one in which it is generally 
used when ho penned the line* that have 
made him famous— 
“ There Is no place like home.” 
So our people, while many with vacant coal 
bins, impoverished larders and light pocket- 
books have rejoiced that the weather was 
mild and tempered to bring them less of suf­ 
fering than the biting cold would caHse, bave 
welcomed the chauge in temperature, for, tho’ 
perchance it may bring distress to some, to 
the great majority it aflords a prospect for em­ 
ployment; it enlivens trade; it starts up the 
various enterprises peculiar to the season, 
which have been delayed by the “ thaw;” 
and, a3 what brings the greatest good to the 
greatest number must be considered a benefit 
to the community at large, we must accept 
this as a kind dealing of the Power that rules 
t ie world. 
Accepting it, then, in this sense, 
we must all thank the Good Father for the 
winter, the snow and the cold, as we go to 
our work with an exhilarating, sparkling life 
within us, while we should breathe many a 
kind wish, show all the tender care, give all 
the substantial help we can to those who suf­ 
fer. 
Friday may be s&id to have thoroughly In­ 
augurated the cold weather. People had rath­ 
er mistrusted it while the storm clouds hung 
over the land, though the winds were fiercely 
cold and the thermometer steadily remained 
below the freezing point. But when they awoke 
on Friday morning and found the sky cloud­ 
less, the air keen and the wind as cold as be­ 
fore, they began to say that winter bad indeed 
come. 
The thermometer marked from 10® 
to 15® “ in the shade,” and all day Friday 
varied but little from these figures. 
In some 
parts exposed to tbe sun and protected from 
the wind in the middle of the day a sligl t 
thaw wq3 observed, but the sun's beams soon 
ceased to affect them and icicles took the 
place of the glistening drops. 
Ice made all 
day on creek aud river, although tho strong 
wind blowing prevented either from freezing 
over—at least the river was open and the 
creek obstructed but little below South Ron­ 
dout, at which point, however, it was frozen 
over safflcieatly firm to admit of persons cross­ 
ing it on foot. 
The ice made is clear, strong 
“ water ice,” without a particle of snow iu it, 
and if the cold weather continues long enough 
to make ice thick enough for gathering, it will 
be of a quality never excelled. 
The ferry-boat Lark made her trips with but 
little difficulty. 
There was more or less or 
floating ice and the edges of the creek and 
river were frozen over, but the boat hud no 
trouble in avoiding or making her way through 
it. 
With the continuance of the present tem 
perature, however, the closing of the river and 
the discontinuance of her trips is a matter of 
brief time. 
The ice men are watching aflairs closely, 
and at the earliest opportunity will go to work 
at gathering the ice harvest. 
There will be 
no difficulty io obtaining laborers, as hundreds 
are looking for work, and once begun the 
gathering of the glistening cakes will go for­ 
ward with a *üm.

be preferable. 
To insure a proper visitation 
of th« scboolB, which is the most important 
duty and the one most frequently neglected, 
we would have Commissioners compelled to 
make an annual report to the Board of Super­ 
visors, a3 they do now in Dutchess county. 
They should also be required to publish a re­ 
port of the condition of all schools visited in 
all papers published in tbe district that would 
do so without charge. 
In addition to this the 
Supervisors might require an affidavit before 
voting the $200 for expenses that each school 
in the district had been visited at least once 
during the past year. 
The matter or granting certificates is no 
doubt frequently abused, and some who ore 
unworthy receive them from political or per­ 
sonal favoritism, yet nine-tenths of those now 
teaching schools, in tbe Second Assembly Dis­ 
trict at least, have experience, a sufficient de­ 
gree of education, and must have a natural 
taste fur the profession, or they would never 
h a v e chosen it whea better paying business 
of different kinds is open to them. 
The men now teaching the winter schools 
in the diflerent towns hereabouts are probably 
as well adapted for the profession as any that 
can be found In their respective towns.
